She is not certain whether she misunder- 
stood the introduction or whether the two Cuban wm thew- 
selves had a misunderstanding that Oswald* a first name was 
"Leon." The purpose of their visit was to ask her to write 
0omo letters to various Dallas businesses and request funds 
for JURE. Mrs. Odio is herself a Cuban refugee, and both 
her parents are held by Castro as prisoners in Cuba. 



Mrs. Odio declined the request that she write 
letters raining funds for JURE because sh® feared it flight 
reault in her two parents being horned by Castro, the later 
told the FBI that a few days after the meeting at her home, ( 
one of the two Cuban individuals, who called himself Leopclco, 
telephoned her and stated that both he and hie companion from 
"JURE" were leaving town and that they were not going <*o have 
$tvy thins to do with L<son O&w&ld si they 

eidersd Cow-aid to ba '‘loco.’ 1 The telephone caller w^nv on^ to 
aay that Oswald did net appear sincere, that he had vo*a them 
he was *r, ex -Marine and could help thea in the underground but. 
that he appears to be very cynical and seemed tc think that 
all Cubans ha, tad all Americans. Oswald was supposes to have 
said something to the- effect, "1*11 bet you Cubans could kill 
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Kennedy for what he did to you at the Bay of Pigs." 

Mrs. Odio checks out as an intelligent, stable 
individual . 



Mrs. C. L. Connell, an acquaintance of Mr 3 . Odio's 
and a volunteer assistant to the Catholic Cuban Relief of 
Dallas, has stated that on November 28 , I9S3 Mr 3 . Odio told 
her basically the same information as outlined in the previous 
paragraphs and, in addition, that Lee Harvey Oswald had made 
several talks to small groups of Cuban refugees in Dallas in 
the past and that he had "captivated" the groups to whom he 
spoke. 



Many questions are raised by Mrs. Odio's statement. 
The most important is obviously the identification of the two 
men who were supposed to have accompanied Oswald to her home. 
Apparently she cannot remember their names, except that one 
wa3 called "Leopoldo," but she certainly ought to be able to 
remember who sent them to her home or otherwise how they got 
hold of her name. Also, it is apparent from other parts of 
the reports attached to thi3 memorandum that there are 
certain individuals who might have been the one 3 seen by 
Mrs. Odio, and photographs of them mixed with photographs 
mixed with other persons might be displayed to her to test 
her ability to recognize them. I would also be interested to 
know why "Leopoldo" called Mrs. Odio back. Was it Just to say 
that he considered Oswald "loco?" This seems unlikely. Also, 
Mrs. Odio has never been questioned on Mrs. Connell's 
statements that she ^Mrs. 0dlo7 previously said that Oswald 
had addressed many snail groups of Cuban refugees in Dallas 
and that he had been such a good speaker that he "captivated" 
them. If Mr3. Odio stands by these statements, we should of 
course try to pinpoint when these meetings occurred, where 
they occurred, who else was present, etc. 

You will note that Commission No. 86, page 558, 
deals with a "JURE" leader in Puerto Rico who goes by the name 
of "Leopoldo." Silvia Odio said that she thought the indivi- 
dual who called himself "Leopoldo" in her home was a JURE 
leader from Miami or Puerto Bico. 

I think that there is a substantial chance that if 
Mrs. Odio backs down from her Btory, it will not be because 
she disbelieves it, but because she is frightened. It is 
obvious that the Cuban men who dealt with Oswald, if they 
exist, have not come forward to say so, and in fact, if they 
happen to be the ones that the FBI has already interviewed. 
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they already have lied about their dealings with Oswald. 
Thi3 means they muat be frightened and. If that la the cas 
they could by now very easily have brought pressure ox* 
threats to bear on Mrs, Qdlo to keep quiet, Ml this mean 
is that the utmost care should bo taken in examining 
Mrs. Odio and the other witnesses concerned ana tha^ P®**ha 
polygraph tests of one or more of them would be advisable. 
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
